cently passed provides for the con- 
struction of two steel training ships '< 
at a cost of $360,000 each and one 
wooden brig to cost $50,000. 


All three of these vessels could be 


built at this navy yard, but Ports- 
mouth has no wleh to be selfish and 
the friends of the yard have no desire 
to be over zealous 
in 
its 
behalf.- 


Portsmouth does not want all there 
s, it merely asks for its share of the 
work distributed to the navy yards 


the country. 
There is already sufficient timber 


at this station far the construction of 
he brig and Portsmouth would like 
o have an opportunity to build one 
of the steel vessels. There are hun- 
dreds of skilled workmen in this city 
and vicinity whom it is desired to 
ieep employed and it would be to the 
decided advantage of the government 
o have these men in its service in 
ime of need. 


The yard is splendidly equipped for 


ship building work 
The necessary 


slips are ready for use at any mo- 
ment and the steel plant is one of the 
best in the country. 
The 
different 


shops are well supplied with 
tools 


and machinery 
and 
the 
working 


,'orce is made up of trained mechan- 
cs and industrious men and plenty 
more of the same sort are within easy 
call. To build and launch two such 
ships as the ones proposed would not 


a task of great magnitude for the 


Portsmouth yard. It would mean, of 
course, the steady eanployment of a 
arge force of men for" a considerable 
period, but no naval station on the 
;overnment's list is better able to 
do the work in the shortest possible 
time. 


When Rear Admiral Bowles made 


iis report to the secretary of the na- 
vy last year, relative to the construe 
tion of battleships at 
government 


yards, he ranked Portsmouth second 
to New YorR among the yards avail- 
able for such work. Admiral Bowles 
stated that a ship could be built 
here with less additional cost than at 
any other yard in the country, New 
York alone excepted. 


In the matter 
of natural 
advan- 


tages it is an indisputable fact that 
the Portsmouth 
yard 
stands 
far 


ahead of the one at New York. The 
latter has no such depth of water and 
the river 
bottom 
is vastly 
more 


treacherous 
there than 
here. 
In 


point of fact, the bottom of the Pis 
cataqua, in the vicinity of the navy 
yard at least, is solid rook, while al 
the other yards .are handicapped by 
sand. When the improvements now 
under way are completed, tho Ports 
mouth yard will be without a rival. 


It behooves the Maine and New 


Hampshire congressional delegations 
and the influential men and the pros 
of both states to unite to secure th 
two ships mentioned for thia yard 
By working together and by devoting 
our efforts to a common end, It wtl 
be «asy for us to convince the power 
that be that It is the poficy of wisdom 
to givfc thia work to the Portsmoutl 
yard. Maine will benefit no lean than 
Now Hampshire from the upbuilding 
of this naval station ami the govern 
mont Itself will gain fully as much as 


he two states named. United effort 
all accomplish much and these two 
.ortheastern states are represented 
n Washington by able men, who can 
resent our case in a convincing man" 
er. 
True, 'the house of representatives

o difference. It is just as easy to 
refer our requests to the navy 
de- 


triment as it would be if the full 
:elegations of Maine and New Hamp- 
hire were at the- capitol.

The holders of the tickets some 


times want to talk to the taker. A 
tnan who is tearing the coupons of r 
hundred tickets a minute cares littlf 
for the condition of the weather, but 
he must be polite, and so he smiles 
and says something and wonders. Oc- 
casionally one approaches the door 
with whom he "is acquainted, and that

What H»ve Tber Gained? 


Now that tha protocols have been 


Signed referring the essential poluts of 
the Venezuela controversy to The 
Hague tribunal it may be pertinent to 
ask what Germany, Great Britain and 
Italy 'have gained by their blusteri^e 
attempt to *ollect by force of arms In- 
significant and doubtful claims against 
a small and impotent South American 
republic. They will perhaps get the 
"pouiid of flesh" nominated in the 
bond, but in doing this they will have 
lost more in prestige and standing on 
this continent and resultant loss of 
commerce than they will have gained 
in cash. The whole sordid Incident, 
Which -, has worn, from first to last a 
usurious aspect, has left a decidedly 
"bad taste in Hie mouth" of all tiie 
Americas, which it will take some 
time to remove. 


Germany will doubtless be able to ' 


squeeze out of the Venezuelan cus- , 
torns the $340,000 which she at the last ' 
moment demanded as a preliminary 
payment and Italy., which went into 
the combination on the ground that 
she needed the money and thought this 
a good time to get it will no doubt be 
able in the immediate future to recover 
a few thousand bolivars on account, 
while Great Britain considers herself 
fortunate in getting out of the "mess," 
aa Lord Cranborne terms it, with only 
such recompense as the final account- 
ing may give her. 


Despite the denials it is evident that 


the thing which Germany hoped to 
accomplish and which Great Britain 
subserviently was willing to help ac- 
complish and about which Italy did 
not particularly care so long as she got 
her shaie of the swag was the break- 
ing down of the Monroe doctrine and 
the acquisition of territory on the 
American continent. In this the alllet 
have utterly failed. In so far as the, po- 
sition taken by the $n,lte<lf States is 
concerned she has ^bjeen, .' materially 
strengthened by the Venezuelan inci- 
dent. The blustering European pow- 
ers have been given firmly to under- 
stand that the doctrine of Monroe is 
still in full force, and it la highly im- 
probable that any of them will again 
attempt by similar assault upon a pow- 
erless little republic to compass its 
overthrow. Evidently there will be no 
more alliances of European powers to 
coerce American states.

The oyster at the commencement of 


its career is so sinnll that 2,000,000 
would only occupy a square inch. In 
six months each individual oyster is 
large enough to cover a silver half dol- 
lar. The oyster is its own architect, 
and the shell grows as the nab inside 
grows, being never too small. 


It also bears its age upon its back, 


and it is as easy to tell the age of an 
oyster by looking at its shell as it is 
that of horses by looking at their teeth. 


Every one who has handled an oyster 


shell must have noticed the successive 
layers overlapping each other. These 
are technically 'named shots, and each 
one marks a yearns*growth, so that by 
counting them the age of the oyster 
can be determined. Up to the time of 
its maturity—that is, when four years 
of age—the shots are regular and suc- 
cessive, but after that time they bo- 
come Irregular and are piled one upon 
another, so that the shell becomes 
bulky and thickened. 


Fossil oysters have been aeen of 


which each sbell was nine Inches thick, 
whence they may be guessed to be 
more than 900 years old.

politics in New Hampshire. The bill 
smells of conniption and rottenness 
from its beginning to its end. In ths 
first place, three men are to be taken 
(or, 
to be exact, two men) by the 


governor, and elevated to stations of 
influence and power, surpassing any- 
ling now or ever before in existence 
n New Hampshire. 
Railroad com- 


misioners, police commissioners, in- 
urance commissioners and the like 
re as the small dust of the balance 
ompared with the board of license 
ommissioners. They are empowered 
o create offices, fix salaries, ad libi- 
um, and "any special agent may en- 
er any place where liquor is sold at 
ny time and may examine any li- 
ense certificate issued, or purported 
o have been, issued." 
Under the 


enms of this act he may investigate 
ny other matters in connection with 
he sale of liquor, and shall make 
oimplaints for violations of this act. 
How much will the liquor sellers have 


o pay him in order to have peace!

iquor sellers are divided into class- 
s. The first class are described as 
inn holders." It might be supposed

hat description, places where there 
are the most profitable bar rooms in 


Taken altogether, the bill 
means 


just this: We are to have tbe liquor 
business of this state cornered by a 
commission of three- men, who will be 
entrusted with power to make or un- 
make any man in it; to make or un- 
make any man -with political aspira- 
tions, and indeed any man in nearly 
every business throughout the state; 
such a power as no other business in 
the community is subject to. We -will 
have the will of these three individu- 
als substituted for law and their favor 
the price of business success in one 
of the mot extensive and important 
lines of business in the state. 


The law Is unequal and unjust in 


the burdens it imposes; ridiculous in 
many of its terms, as well as ambigu- 
ous and obscure. It is a bad law with 
a bad purpose behind it. The men 
who framed it have deliberately tried 
to debauch and misrepresent the ver- 
dict of the people last November, and

TWO BAD FEATURES] 


(Laconia Democrat.) 


City delegations in the legislature 


will oppose two features of the pro- 
posed license law—the disposition of 
the fees and the commission. There 
Is no good reason why a city or town 
which grants a license should divide 
then license fees with the state, the 
county or any other town. There is 
just as much reason for dividing up 
the dog license money or the pool and 
billiard table money. And the state 
press, so far as we have observed, is 
also unanimous in the opinion that 
the idea of a state commission to 
grant licenses is entirely wrong. 
It 


is contrary to the spirit of home rule, 
and nonsense to presume that a com- 
mission composed of three men from 
any section of New Hampshire can go 
into Manchester, Concord, 
Nashua, 


Laconia or any other towns and issue 
licenses as undersandingly as a local 
commission. A local 
board 
would 


know the character of the mien who 
apply for licenses, would understand 
the desires of the citizens generally, 
and in every way be better qualified 
to grant licenses than 
absolute 


strangers. 


licenses, for 4he appointment of a 
$!£& board tfgyuicense commissioners 
and for dividing the liquor sellers in- 
to a number cf clases. The possibili- 
ties under a state board with a limit- 
ed number of licenses are almost 
boundless. 
In Manchester, -,f;or ex- 


ample, no more than 
120 licenses 


could be granted; but it is left to tbe 
discretion of the board whether or 
not even so,few as twelve, or even 
any at all shall be issued, and it -will 
be so all over the state. A splendid 
opportunity for a dishonest board. 
For instance A applies for a license 
and hears nothing from big applica- 
tion for a time. He ventures to jog 
the board's memory aad receives no 
encouragement. His friend B says: 
•;Let me give you a tip. Go and see 
Lawyer C. He has considerable in- 
fluence with tbe board." 
Lawyer C 


tells him he thiaks he can arrange It, 
but it will be at considerable trouble 
and inconvenience to him. However, if 
A thinks it would be worth $100 to 
him he is willing to undertake, the 
commission ior that amount. Light 
dawns upon A. He pays his 1100 and 
gets his license the next day. 


Supposing that 1000 saloons would 


satisfy the demand in New Hampshire 
and supposing that then board were 
composed of men inclined to make 
the most of their opportunities, they 
might easily have 1100,000 a year to 
divide. Again, supposing that they 
were honest men, as far as imoney Is 
concerned, but loyal to their political 
party, what is to prevent them from 
having a great power over the saloon 
interests. 
Nothing. 
That is, noth- 


ing, if the number of licenses is lim- 
ited, or if it is left to the discretion 
of the board who shall and who 
shall not be granted a license. If li- 
censes were to be isued to all who ap- 
plied, provided they were 
qualified 


and had the money to put down, no 
such power would be left to 
the 


commission, and, as has been sug- 
gested, it would not matter 
very 


much who had the granting of the li- 
censes. No commission would be 
neessary. 
Any responsible city or 


town official could attend to it, the 
city or town clerk, for example. Thus 
much expense would be saved to the 
state, for a state commission prom- 
ises to be woefully expensive, and 
the state would be preserved from 
the possibility cf disgrace through 
the action of its commission. What- 
ever is dome, it will not be wise to 
leave too much discretion to com- 
missions, state or local.

Section 7. "First class, not more 


than $600 nor less than $25 per year, 
and the state board of license com- 
missioners are hereby authorized and 
empowered to fix the fee and restrict, 
define and limit each license of tbe 
first class in their discretion." 


There never was a proposition BO 


monstrous a this, or that smelled so 
strong of corruption and 
decaying 


self-respect. The only distinction be- 
tween licenses of the first class and 
the second class is found in the loca- 
tion of the bar. If the place is called 
a hotel, the licensee can get his li- 
cense for $25. If it is just a 
plain 


barroom, it costs him a thousand dol- 
lars, if he lives m Manchester, $800 
in Nashua, Concord, Dover or Ports- 
mouth. Under pretence of 
dividing 


cities into classes, this discrimination 
is made. 


The proceeds of the licenses, which 


would certainly amount to 
a 
very 


large sum, are given into the custody 
of the commissioners', witjhout 
a 


word as' to what they shall do with 
them; where they shall deposit them, 
or under what terms. The only con- 
dition being that the treasurer must 
give bonds to have the* money 
on 


hand at the end of each year, and 
when after the lapse of a year, they 
have to account for this money, it is 
! 


to he paid over, one-half to the coun- 
ty and one-half to the city. 


There arc some ludicrous provis- 


ions about the art. Section fifteen 
provide* that "No person shall ecll 
liquor to n man If his wlfo forbids It."

The two sections came together with 
a crash and one of the cil tanks was 
demolished.

clothing ablaze, many of them drop- 
pins to the ground after proceeding 
but a short distance. 


Others fell where they stood, com- 


pletely overcome by the awful heat. 
Shrieks of pain 
and terror, 
and 


moans of anguish filled the air and 
mingled with the roar of the flames 
made tha scene too horrible for de- 
scription. The oil burned fiercely and 
the fire spread with such rapidity 
that it was almost impossible for 
those in the vicinity to escape. Ev- 
ery detail of the landscape 
for 
a 


great distance beyond the zone of the 
fire was revealed as distinctly as by 
the light of day. 


Just how many met death cannot 


yet bo known as many of the bodies 
•were incinerated. One witness count- 
ed twenty bodies and it is 
thought 


that the list of dead will be increased 
when a thorough search is possible.

made the interesting discovery that 
such beets are worth more than that 
to feed to live dollar pork in connection 
with alfalfa. 


The modern inventions which have 


made the transmission of electrical 
power possible have made available in 
France alone over 10,000,000 horsepow- 
er, largely in the shape of heretofore 
unavailable waterfalls all through the 
mountain districts. 


A little pile of sawdust from pignut 


hickory wood formed a seemingly 
tempting breakfast for a half dozen 
bluejays in tho writer's dooryard one 
of the snappy cold mornings of the past 
month. While the jay is an omnivo- 
rous feeder, we did not before know 
that he would eat wood. 


All through the farming section of 


the country it is not more land which 
men need half so much as it is the 
knowledge how to work wbat land 
they have to better advantage. Throe- 
fourths of the farms of the country are 
not half worked and do not produce 
one-half of what they might be made 
to do. 


The kernels of tlie tips and butts of 


an ear of corn will, wbilo to some ex- 
tent malformed, still produce good 
ears, though they will vary slightly in 
the time of maturing. Tlie real rea- 
son why such kernels should not be 
used for seed is that their irregular 
shape prevents to some extent uniform- 
ity of dropping by the planter.

ple* of household economy—how to 
swwp out a room, make his bed, keep 
hi.* room in order, wash dishes and the 
Ki»pler forms of cooking. It never 
hurts a man to know how to do these 
things, and knowing bow to do them Is 
often a great help to him. Where there 
tire two or three boys iii tbe home and 
no girls, as sometimes happens, tbe 
work of tbe inotbi-r may be much light- 
ened by training boys along this line. 
We kuow of more than one case where 
the- need of a hired girl i* hardly felt 
because tbe wise mother has trained a 
son to assist her. On the other band, 
where the crop is all girls and no boys 
the father may obtain most valuable 
assistance from the girls properly train- 
ed to do certain kinds of outdoor work 
jiot unsuited for woman to do. 
"We 


kuow of girls who can harness a horse, 
drive a team on suiky plow or mower, 
milk a cow, care for tbe garden, do 
tbe family buying in town and are 
uoue tbe less true ladies for the doing 
of it. In fact, a woman's chances of 
matrimony are increased rather than 
diminished because of these accom- 
plishments with young men who take 
u practical and serious view of life and 
its responsibilities.

We have several reports of the value 


of rape when sown in the ror::f.:-id at 
the last plowing. The rapu do^s not 
interfere with the early husking of the 
corn and irnrneusely improves the feed- 
ing value of the cornfield, balancing 
up th.e ration aud wholly preventing 
any trouble with cornstalk disease.

BIRDS AS INSECT DESTUOYERS. 
Few people realize the important 


function birds perform of holding in 
check the various forms of insect pests. 
Their work is done so quietly and con- 
tinuously that much of it is rarely ob- 
served by man. Here are a few fig- 


j ures showing wbat they do: Tbe stom- 
, ach of a quail was fouud to contain 
' 101 potato bugs and that of another 
500 chinch bugs. A cuckoo killed early 
iu the uaoruing contained 43 caterpil- 
lars and another cuckoo 217 web 
worms. A robin showed up with 173 
caterpillars. 
Tbe stomachs of four 


chickadees contained 1,028 eggs of the 


1 cankerworrn. Four others contained 
{ 000 eggs and 103 mature insects. It is 
estimated that a barn swallow will 
destroy 10,000 flies and other insects 
every week. The crop of a dove con- 
rained 7,500 weed seeds. Surely if 
| these are facts it is easy to see wbat 
; ah important relation exists between 
tlie birds and the products of the farm, 
orchard and garden.

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In sending us his most excellent ad- 


dress delivered before tbe Nebraska 
ialrynjen's convention on "The Sj>e-' 
cial Dairy Cow la Nebraska" tbe au- 
thor, Mr. J. F. Scblappi. has the fol- 
lowing note of warning to utter to 
those young farmers who forsake dai- 
rying becau<ie they want an "easier 
Job." says Hoard's Dairyman. It is al- 
ways safe to say "Look out" to any 
man in tbe prime of life when be £Cis 
lazy and begins to shirk labor and care. 
As a rule he has started ou the easy, 
down hill road. Mr. Schlappi says: 


"I cannot overlook Brother Wallace 


of Wallace's Farmer when he said in 
one of his recent articles regarding the 
decline of dairying in Iowa that tbe 
fathers had paid for tbe farms by dai- 
rying, but that the young men. their 
sons, were well enough fixed and did 
not need to follow the confining occu- 
pation of dairying. It is my opinion 
that these same young men will find 
themselves the slaves of extravagant 
habits, and if not sold out by the sher- 
iff they will Dud themselves the pos- 
sessors of exhausted farms." 


There are hundreds of thousands of 


examples in the eastern states to con- 
firm the wisdom of Mr. Schlappi's 
warning. Xo one, not even an angel 
from heaven, could convince those 
young eastern farmers forty years ago 
that they were pursuing a suicidal 
course. They turned their backs on the 
teachings of science and said in effect, 
"The wisdom of ignorance is greater- 
yea, far jjreater—than tbe wisdom of 
those who cau rentier reason." Why 
Bliould n»t history repeat itself in Iowa 
and ^Nebraska?

ABOUT BEES. 


The exact legal status of the bee has 


been long a matter of dispute. Recent- 
ly the supreme court of a western- 
state defined them as "wild animals" 
and declared their owners to be liable 
for auy damage which they may com- 
mit. The case decided arose in this 
way: A patent medicine peddler hitched 
his team oue day near a hive of bees 
located on a farmer's premises, and the 
bees attacked his horses and stung them 
to death. Tbe farmer claimed in the 
suit for damages which followed that 


j the bees were in plain sight from the 


highway and that the peddler was 
guilty of contributory negligence in 
hitching his team near the hive. This 
the court overruled and held that the 
bees were wild beasts to all intents and 
purposes and that the owner was liable 
for any damage they committed, 
whether off or on his premises. 


Some close student of bird life has 


made the discovery that nest building 
is not altogether an instinct, but partly 
a tine art taught by the older birds to 
the younger ones just as a child is 
taught music. ' In proof of this claim 
he says that the orioles in pairing are 
invariably mated an old and a young 
bird, one of the pair possessing the 
architectural knowledge uecessary to 
tlie construction of tho hanging nest 
which these birds build. 


We know a man who brags that ho 


has raised, corn on a certain field on 
his farm for twenty consecutive years. 
It is a piece of river bottom land and 
was originally very fertile. 
Still, the 


fact is he does not get to exceed one- 
half the crop on this field that he did 
twenty year* ago. It matters not wbat 
the crop maj DC. it should never be 
grown continuously on the same land, 
and this applies in a smaller way to 
garden crops as well as field crops. 


A syndicate of farmers, thirty of 


them, bought a $3,000 Percheron sire 
for their own use. Each man gave his 
note for $100. The horse died, payment 
was refused and suit to collect follow- 
ed. The notes given by a part of these 
mon wore not collectible, and it was 
sought to enforce payment of the whole 
amount due from those who were good. 
The court held that this could uot bo 
done; that each man was liable only 
for the original $100 which he had 
pledged. 


A friend, finding last fall that frost 


had severely cut a forty acre field of 
corn which was intended for his silo, 
was In a quandary as to what to do. 
The corn stood In the Held ten days 
after the frost struck it and was a 
sorry looking sight. Ho finally decided 
to cut it up and 1111 his silo, with seri- 
ous misgivings as to what the result 
might be. It proved an entire success, 
and In no other way would it have 
been possible for him to have utilized 
mich a field of damaged fodder to so 
good advantage.

MERCANTILE: FAILURES. 


The inside view of a mercantile busi- 


ness, if exposed, would often quickly 
dispel the glamour and fascination 
which such business has for some men 
who think their lot on the farm is a 
hard one. One such case came recent- 
ly under our notice—tbe winding up of 
the affairs of a firm which bad been 
continuously in business for thirty-five 
years. The firm consisted of two broth- 
ers of honorable reputation as good 
business men and who were supposed 
to have done well. W7hen the business 
was closed up, there was only just 
about enough to pay the debts. The \ 
two families had just lived out of the j 
business, and that was all. The capi- 
tal invested was about $10,000. What 
farmer investing even one-tenth of this 
sum thirty-five years ago could not 
have made a better showing than this? 


VERSUS INTELLIGENCE. 


Man with his intelligence ought to 


be able to read weather signs as well 
as the animals and the birds do, but 
he is uot. This sense, which we call in- 
stinct, is superior to intelligence in such 
matters. How does the squirrel, tbe 
beaver or the muskrat forecast the 
coming of a hard winter and make 
preparation for it? Why will rats leave 
a city foredoomed to an outbreak of 
plague'.' How do the wild fowl souse 
the coming change of weather thirty- 
six hours ahead? How docs a song 
bird wintering in Central America find 
its way back to the old nesting place 
in the tree in your clooryarcl? Man ap- 
plies science where the lower forms of 
creation use instinct, makes his deduc- 
tions and is more often wrong than 
right, while birds and animals are al- 
ways right 


SHEEP AXD TUB LAWN. 


There Is no better or nicer method 


of caring for tbe dooryard of the farm 
home with a minimum of work than to 
have It consist of an acre or so nicely 
planted with troes, no Uower beds or 
low shrubs, and properly fenced in. 
Then once a week turn in tho shocp 
for an hour or two, and they will keep 
tho yard in as nice shape nil summer 
long as could ho done with n lawn 
mower. This Is not a new idea and is 
entirely practical. 
The objection to 


tho nicely kept lawn and dooryard for 
tho farm home Is tho time required to 
keep It up. This plan solves this prob- 
lem.

Doe* Dairying; Par? 


The question, Can butter dairying be 


made to pay? is fully answered by tbe 
fact tnat it is made to pay whenever it 
is conducted on business principles, 
which, include the making of gooC 
butter, says Dallas Farm and Ranch. 
Any farmer near enough to a market 
can get 25 cents per pound throughout 
the year for all the good butter he can 
make. It is not profitable to make fif- 
teen cent butter or any other grade 
than the best. In every Texas town 
large quantities of creamery butter 
from Kansas and elsewhere in the west 
is sold readily for 30 and often 35 cents 
per pound, and this butter is not fresh, 
but from one to two weeks old, when 
it reaches the consumers. The trouble 
is that many farmers think they know 
how to make good butter, but are mis- 
taken, and, thinking they know how, 
make no effort to learn how. Their 
butter is slow sale at a low price, and 
therefore those who make it are of tbe 
opinion that only creameries can make 
butter at a profit. 


Obi* Dairymen. 


The Ohio Dairymen's association held 


its most successful meeting at Colum- 
bus recently, says Stockman and Farm- 
er. The attendance overtaxed the ca- 
pacity of the spacious hall, indicating 
increasing Interest in the dairy busi- 
ness. The association is planning work 
of a broad scope of usefulness for Ohio 
dairymen. It proposes to hold dojry in- 
stitutes, furnishing the instructors free 
to such localities as manifest sufficient 
interest in the work. It is planning to 
send out instructors to creameries and 
cheese factories to improve and make 
more uniform the products of the state. 
And it hopes to place its reports, full of 
tbe valuable things of the annual meet- 
ings, in the hands of the dairymen of 
the state. In all of this work the broad 
minded and big hearted men who have 
built up aud are carrying on the asso- 
ciation deserve tho support of the 
whole dairy industry c,t the state. They 
can do most for those who unite with 
them. Ohio dairymen owe it to the 
progress and welfare of their business 
to join and support their state associa- 
tion. 


K«n»» Dairying Thriving:. 


The patrons of the creameries in the 


central and western part of Kansas, 
which includes tho larger number of 
the stations, arc reaping the greatest 
harvest from tbcir cows that they have 
known in the history of the industry in 
Kansas, says an Abilene correspondent 
of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Ow- 
ing to the combination of cheap food 
for tho cattle, large demand for tho 
product and improved processes in 
manufacture they aro receiving a most 
gcnerflus return from their herds. It 
was but a short time ago when the 
creamery was merely a resource for tho 
farmers who had been suffering losses 
of crops and were in financial straits. 
[There was in tho monthly pay checks 
an over present help in their time of 
trouble,' and they considered the cow 
as a makeshift to tide them ovor tho 
bard years.

Second.—The reorganization of the gen- 
darmerie in said vilayets by the selection 
of officers from tbe subjects of the neutral 
European ststea—Belgium, Holland and 
Switzerland. 


ThW.—The-turners of .this note are de- 
sirous tbat the sultan shall find U con- 
vtnlent to administer the affairs of the 
disaffected vilayets through some high 
personage .who has a. personal knowledge 
of the requirements necessary in order to 
govern -without friction a body of sub- 
jects-differing in religion, mode of life and 
politic*. 


If tbe sultan carries out this "irre- 


ducible minimum" of reform, tbe war 
cloud tbat DOW bangs threatening!}' 
over tbe Levant is likely to be tem- 
porarily dispelled, but' it will be only 
a temporary dissolution. At best it but 
defers tbe Inevitably coming «torm 
which must sooner or later break over 
tbe Balkans like tbe sweep of a 
mighty cyclone, changing tbe face of 
southeastern Europe. 


Russia, wbicb holds tbe key of the 


situation through its all powerful In- 
fluence in Sofia, may check the grow- 
ing hostility toward Turkey among 
the Bulgarians of Ferdinand's realm 
and tbe equally growing sympathy for 
their oppressed kindred and coreligion- 
ists in Macedonia. 
Even this can- 


not prevent continued irritation and 
attendant disorder. 
But nobody la 


quite, sure tbat Russia wants to stop 
the anti-Turkish agitation in Bulgaria, 
even thouguVhe may not be ready Just 
now for another war with the Turk, 
and it is wholly improbable that anj 
very drastic measures will be adopted 
in Sofia to lessen the activity of the 
Macedonian revolutionary committee, 
which bas its headquarters at the Bul- 
garian capital and receives at least 
the tacit support of the Bulgarian 
court while tbe Bulgarian people are 
avowedly In sympathy with it. 


The recent avowal from St. Peters- 


burg tbat while Russia is prepared to 
safeguard the interests of the Chris- 
tians she "will not sacrifice a single 
drop of Russian blood nor the smallest 
portion of tb«j heritage of the Russian 
people if the Slav states should at- 
tempt by revolution or force to change 
tbe existing state of affairs in the 
Balkan peninsula" may mean much or 
it may mean nothing, Just as the czar 
and his advisers desire. It may be 
taken to indicate that the Muscovite 
bear is not yet ready for another tnstle 
wltb tbe Turk and wishes to bold in 
leash tbe Balkan Slavs, who are eager 
for tbe fray, until be Is better prepared 
to put bis paw on the map of south- 
eastern Europe, tbough It may not lie 
construed as meaning tbat the czar baa 
relinquished tbe long standing ambi- 
tion of tbe Romanoffs to worship til: 
the shrine of St. Sophia in Constanti- 
nople and push their fleets through tbe 
Dardanelles from tbe Black sea to tbe 
Mediterranean. 


Tbe situation in tbe Christian pror 


Inces of Turkey is almost analogous to 
tbat existing immediately prior to the 
Crimean war, which arose through tbe 
lemand of Russia for a protectorate 
>ver tbe Greek subjects of the sultan. 
Fbougb the protection of oppressed 
Christians, who then aa now were suf- 
fering beyond measure from Turk* 
ah tyrauB/, was Buala'a avowed par* 


Dose, there were uot wanting <_• v Ultucee 
that she sought to open a way to Con- 
ttautiuufrie 
aud 
the 
Dardanelles. 


Through au aJlUuce with Turkey of 
Great Britain. France and Sardinia 
Russia lost even more Uum »lie gained 
In territory and prestige and was com- 
pelled to abandon the claim to a pro- 
tectorate over the Greek Christians in 
Turkey, to whom, however, and to all 
other Christian* in ber realm as well, 
the snlttu promised to grant more fa- 
vorable terms. How well he has kept 
that promise Li amply revealed iu tbe 
long uud bloody chapter of Turkish 
outrages upon Christian subjects cov- 
eripg all the yean from the signing of 
the treaty of Paris in 18543 to tbe pres- 
ent time. 


There would, however, be no such 


alignment of-the European powers in 
tbe event of a Busso-Turkisb war now 
as there was in the Crimean war iu 
183&wa, nor in tbe Russo-Turkish war in 
1677-78, and it is doubtful if any one of 
them would lift a finger to help tbe 
Turk in such a present emergency. 


Certainly Great Britain, even at tbe 


risk of permitting Russian territorial 
aggrandizement in the Levant and tbe; 
orient—one of tte things least desired 
by Britons—is in no mood to repeat the 
costly experiences of the Crimean war, 
nor would she again, to "save the face" 
Of tbe unspeakable Turk, interpose as 
she did in 187S, when by threatening to 
bring her powerful Mediterranean fleet 
up to Constantinople she stopped the 
Russian advance at San Stefano and 
prevented the Turkish capital trout', 
falling into Muscovite hands aud thus r 
induced Austria, Italy, Germany and 
France to unite in the Berlin confer- 
ence to preserve in a measure tbe in- 
tegrity of the Ottoman empire and to 
deprive Russia of the fruits of her 
hard earned victories. 


In view of the close relations of 


France and Russia tbe czar may with- 
out question depend upon the French- 
men to support him in whatever he 
W&y undertake to do iu the Balkans. 


* Tbe position of Austria is, of course, 
well understood. Having united with 
Russia in' the original demands upon 
Turkey for administrative reforms in 
Macedonia, she could uot if sue would 
-«hange front or take any other course 
than that of loyal support of the czar 
In any emergency. Besides, Austria ia 
anxious to secure the full proprietor- 
ship of the two Turkish provinces of 
Herzegovina and Bosnia, which, though 
governed ajid administered by ber 
since 1878, still nominally belong to 
the sultan. 


Neither could Germany belp tbe sul- 


tan, even though the kaiser is said to 
have a sneaking fondness for Abdul 
Hamid. 
German .public sentiment 


would not allow him to waste a single 
German soldier or even a dollar from 
the imperial German treasury in bo- 
half of the Turk. 


Italy, remembering the cost of Sar- 


dinian blood and treasure in tbe Cii- 
roea, would be In line with tbe other 
powers against tbe sultan. In short, 
the sultan would have no friend in Eu- 
rope and would be left to his fate. 


But this doea not signify tbat tbo 


task of driving the "sick man" from 
Europe would be an easy one. He ia 
not so sick but that be can put up a 
vigorous fight. The- Turkish army is 
one of the finest fighting forces in the 
world. 


Of course with the principal Euro- 


pean powers in an alliance witli Rus- 
sia the Turk would be defeated aud 
forced out of Europe, but it would not 
be without a * long and sanguinary 
struggle. 


In such an event the future status 


of Macedonia would be only incidental

Henry Marr. farmer, thu« enjoys tbe 


distinction of being the center man of 
the United States. He bears his honors 
modestly, but takes pride Ih pointing 
out to visitors the spot which has 
drawn so much attention to him. He is 
a "on of James Marr, a retired farmer, 
who is now seventy-eight years of age. 
Henry Marr himself is a man past for- 
ty and for the last seventeen years has 
resided on the farm he now occupies. 
Time has dealt kindly with him, and he 
lias aided time by being thrifty, so the 
Marr farmhouse, which Avas built a 
few years ago at a cost of $8,000, is a 
model of completeness, fitted with 
many modern improvements, and the 
Marr farm, covering fifty acres, enjoys 
the name of being one of the best 
pieces of ground in the country.

siate against mists, and a change in 
the basis of representation 
in 
the 


legislature, by which one representa- 
tive shall be allowed a town or ii;ard 
for the first SOo inhabitants and an 
additional rapreseatative for each 
1000 inhabitants. 


The suffragists 
have 
waged 
an 


earnest campaign in the state, and in 
a few cases public 
meetings 
have 


been held to discuss a!1- the amend- 
ments, but otherwise not much atten- 
tion has been paid to them.
